O.P.A.’s Record 


O.P.A. did a fairly good job of 
keeping prices down during the war 
That agency was to die on June 30, 


1946, unless Congress voted to extend 


it. This was done at the last minute, 
but Mr. Truman vetoed the bill, on 
the grounds that the “watered-down” 
price control measure was worse 
than no bill. He charged that it 
would legalize inflation and merely 


kid the public. 


Democrats in Congress urged him 
to sign the bill but he vetoed it in 
spite of them. The Presidential veto 
killed O.P.A. and prices immediately 


soared 


Later in the year Congress voted 
to continue O.P.A. another year, and 
this time the President signed the 
extension bill, although he said it 
was little better than the vetoed bill 

Prices had again risen by that 
time, and with the backbone of price 
control broken, they continued to 
soar. By November of 1946, control 
after control had been removed and 
O.P.A. was all but dead. Still prices 
vent up, and they're still climbing

\! CCESSEFUL investment depends on knowing two things: (1) What 
to buy (or sell) (2) When to buy (or sell). The Stock Analyst 
answers the first question. An In- 
vestment Formula provides a definite plan for the second. 


All active and well distributed stocks (with a few minor exceptions ) 
advance or decline with the Averages. The better grade investment 
stocks do not normally move as fast as the averages, while on the other 
hand the very relative velocity more than
